of the largest logs behind. Byjh.isjime the 
water had pinched off so much, that only a part 
ot the drive could be gut to Frederickton, and a 
considerable portion af his logs must be left un- 
til the fall fieshet. A boom was built this spring 
near the mouth of the Aroostook by Shepard 
Carey and others, at an expense of about three 
thousand dollars. This boom broke during the 
Ireshet and the timber went adrift. The owners 
had to follow the twiber with heavy crews, and 
secure it, at an additional expense. 


Ft appears to me, that there is a good deal of 


uncertainty, and many heavy risks attending 
the lumbering oprations on this riwr. Jt is in 
many respects more difficult to drive than the 
Kennebec or the Penobscot. There is much flat' 
land upon the banks of the river where the logs 
are liable to be carried in the bight of the fresh- 
et, and the river is to long,that the freshet is apt 
to subside, before, the drive reaches the tide wa- 
ter. 
And then again, there is no main boom to 


catch the timber. 
It is all secured by means of 


boats and side booms, apd the expense of catch-' 
ing and rafting the timber after it reaches dead 
water below Frederickton is very heavy. Some 
of the Americans who have begun to lumber 
upon the St. John unless they are very lucky 
will get their fingers burned. They will have 
to serve an apprenticeship of several years,before 
they can icalize much profit. 
One great diffi- 


culty will be from overstocking the market. 
If 


the permits could be so arranged by the two 
States of Maine and Massachusetts, so that not 
more than fifty thousand tons should be sent to 
market each year, then a fair price would be ob- 
tained and the business would be prosperous, 
otherwise it will be most likely to be ruinous to 
some of the operators.
